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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The response filed 12/23/08 has been received and considered. Claims 1 , 4, 5, 
7, 8, 11, 12, 14, 15, 18, 19 and 21 are presented for examination. 

Claim Objections 

2. The objections to the claims recited in the 9/23/08 Office Action have been 
withdrawn in view of the amendments to the claims filed 12/23/08. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The rejection of the claims under second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112 recited in 
the 9/23/08 Office Action have been withdrawn in view of the amendments to the claims 
filed 12/23/08. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 8, 1 1 , 12, 14, 15, 18, 19 and 21 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While Shen (US Patent 5,416,845) teaches a method of building a model for a 
physical plant in the presence of noise comprising initializing a model for the plant 
wherein the model is characterized by a parameter vector, estimating outputs using the 
model, computing an error, computing a composite cost using a cost function and the 
computed error, determining a step size and model update direction and updating the 
model dependent upon the step size, Ray et al (US Patent 6,741 ,707) teaches a noise 
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cancellation algorithm utilizing a cost function, an error signal, update size and update 
direction, and Lin (Us Patent 6,590,976) teaches a two-step training method for the 
estimation filter in the echo cancellation path of the analog front-end circuit for a modem 
utilizing an error signal and a cost function based on the error, an update direction and 
step size, none of these references taken either alone or in combination with the 
prior art of record disclose a computer implemented method of building a model for a 
physical plant in the present of noise, specifically including: 

(claims 1 , 8, 15) "...computing a composite cost based on the computed error 

and a cost function defined by J l * J M - • pt ' ! K * ) . ..". as defined in the specification, 
in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed 
invention. It is for these reasons that the Applicant's invention defines over the 
prior art of record.
